With Mayor Key acting as chief

Wednesday afternoon, summarily 
fired four sanitary inspectors elect- 
ed last Friday and replaced them 


with four inspectors, whom Sani- 
tary Chief John Jentzen had failed 
to nominate for re-election. Two 
of the men he failed to propose 
for re-election had been his op- 
ponents in’ the race for chief and 
the other two had been active in 
their support, it is stated. 

The men removed Wednesday 
were discharged under a resolu- 
tion etating that the action was 
‘for the good of the department,” 
and they were then re-elected to 
their former positions as flushers. 
. The flushers whom they were named 
to succeed were retained as ‘super-" 
numeraries. They hed only been 
cotinected with the department since 


. Friday. 


Ch re Ie Attorney: 
Attorney Aldine CHambers ap-

The ousted men and Mr. Cham- 
bers will hold a conference Thurs- 
day morning to determine what 
steps they will pursue against the 
“board.

| Propaganda Drive by

COMMISSIONER BROWN 
DENOUNCES CHARGES 


Senator Outlines Allega- 

tions He Had Prepared 
to Make Against Con- 
duct of Department. 


Declaring that agents of the state 
agricultural department had “trav- 
eled over the state for the past four 
months at the expense of taxpayers. 
building up a propaganda against 
investigation of its affairs,” Sena- 
tor L. C. Brown, of the Fiftieth dis- 
trict, issued a sensational statement 
Wednesday night in. which he re- 
vealed the nature of charges made 
against thig branch of state affairs 
and asserted that he was now leav- 
ing the matter in the hands of the 
general assembly. 

When Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown was informed of 
Senator Brown’s. statement, he is- 
sued a denial to the allegations and 
defied his critic to make an affi- 
davit and present charges against 
him in the senate. 

“I dare him to make an affidavit 
to the statement he has published,” 
said the commissioner, “and: .pres- 
ent charges against me in the sen- 
ate. And unless he. does do. this, 
in. my estimation; he is a coward | 
im every sense of the word.’ 

Mensure Coulk Nut“ Pass, 

The senator, who ‘has #0teht to 
pass a resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation of the agricultural de- 
partment stated that. he had reach- 
ed the conclusion that such a meas- 
ure could not be passed in either 
the house or the senate. owing to 
the political machine of Commis- 
sioner J. J. Brown. The charges 
against the department, he said, 
had been placed in his possessior 
and he had been asked to present 
them before the investigating com- 
mittee. 

“I have come to the conclusion,” 
said Senator Brown, “that a resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation of

Washington, July &—Dayid Jayne 
Hill, previously mentioned for dif- 
ferent diplomatic posts, is said by 
republican leaders to be prominent- 
ly in line for U. 8. ambassador to 
‘Berlin. 

Hill is now itn Europe familiariz- 
ing himeelf, he stated before leav- 
ing, with conditions generally on 
the. continent. He was mentioned 
for the post at Tokio but is said 
by friends te have preferred the 
Berlin assignment. He held the post 


of ambassador under a previous re- 
pudlican admtnistration. 

President Harding is understood 
to desire a good business man in 
the Berlin post. Among other names 
mentioned in connection with the 
assignment are Representative 
Houghton, of New York, member of 
the house foreign relations com- 
mittee and understood to have the 
support of the New York delegation 
in congress; Willlam Boyce omp- 
son, of New York, and former Gov- 
ernor Frank O. Lowden, of llinois.

That night Mr. Kaber 
was stabbed 24 times and died the 
next day from the result of his 
wounds. 

To substantiate the claim that 
Mrs. Kaber first attempted to. poi- 
son her husband, Dr. C. F, Hoover 
testified that he had attended Mr. 
Kaber during his illness and found 
him to be suffering from perephera! 
neuritas, Which he said, could have 
been caused by arsenic or lead poi- 
soning. Moses Kaber, father of the 
murdered man, was the first witnebs 
called by the state. He testified 
that Daniel F. Kaber was dead. The 
defense did: not cross-examine him:

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR 
OF WORLD OPENS MEET 


New York, July 6.—Delegations 
from every continent attended the 
opening of the fourth world Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention in New 
York tonight. There were 15,000 
men and women massed in the great 
stone armory of the Seventy-first 
regiment that- served as the con- 
vention hall. They represented 
eight million members, 

The largest foreign contingent 
came from Canada, including 1,090 
delegates. Others came from Japan, 
China, Austria, India, Armenia, Per- 
sia, Egypt and elsewhere in Asia 
and Africa. Five South American 
republics were represented and 
Mexico had more than a score of 
delegates. Continental Europe's fam- 
ily of nations and the various di- 
visions of the British isles all were 
represented. Every state in the 
United States had its quota. 

The Rev. Francis E. Clark, of 
Boston, president of the world's 
Christian Endeavor union, opened 
the convention with an appeal for a 
“four-square Christian Endeavor 
campaign to carry the principles of 
Christianity to all corners of the 
world.” 

Welcomed by Hylan. 

The delegates were welcomed by 
Mayor Hylan, the Rev. Dr. Finis In- 
dleman, pastor of the First Christian 
church of New York, and Frederick 
A. Wallis, commissioner of fmmigra- 
tion, chairman of the convention 
committee. _ 

Roger Babson, statistician, who 
spoke on “Christian Endeavor” in 
business, said the present business 
depression was due to the failure of 
the people “to live close enough to 
God to stand continuous prosperity. 

“If the majority of the peopie in 
the world should suddenly turn 
about and live the way Christ tauzht 
us to live,” he said, “we would never 
have spasms of hard times, and hoom 
times.”’

“The causes of our business de- 
pression are spiritual and the only 
means by which they can be rem- 
edf®@d and prevented are spiritual 
means,” he said. 

He appealed to the young men and 
women of the country to become im- 
bued with the principles of the 
Christian endeavoring, adding:

AGAINST EMERGENCY 
TARIFF PROVISION. 


Washington, July 6.—(By the AS- 
sOciated Press.)—The protest of the 
lrench Chamber of Commerce, 
which has been forwarded to the 
state department by the French gov- 
ernment is against a proVision in 
the emergency tariff law, which be- 
came effective May 27 for a period 
of six months. 

This provision, calling for inspec- 
tion by American agents of the 
purpose of determining the ad va- 
lorem duties to be collected by cus- 
toms officials in this country. is 
understood to have been the sub- 
ject of informal conversations 
among some of the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives here. No formal action 
has been taken, however, pending 
instructions to the envoys from their 
governments. 

The administration tariff bill was 
laid formally before the house of 
representatives today and the way 
cleared for its consideration begin- 
ming tomorrow. 

Accompanying it were two re- 
ports by republicans, one in praise 
and the other in denunciation. 
Chairman Fordney, of the ways and 
means committee, in a report which 
he gaid he understood all republi- 
cans of the committee except Rep- 
resentative Frear, of Wisconsin, 
would sign, designed the measure 
as a “magna charta for the perpet- 
uation of American standards of 
living.” . 

Representative Frear had previ- 
ously made public his minority re- 
port, in which he denounced the bill 
as “containing provisions fundamen- 
tally indefensible” and as an aban- 
donment of specific party pledges.

den. Discussing protection against 
anticipated inroads of German cvuin- 
petitors, the report said, the Ger- 
mans had open to them only the 
American markets into which they 
could go with methods “as ruthless 
and as destructive” as ever had 
been known in commerce. 

“Your committee is of the wpin- 
ion,” the report said, “that no turiff 
duties, no mattér how high, can 
meet the conditions that would arise 
when Germany again is in a posi- 
tion to force her dye and dyestuffs 
on American markets. * *® * Ut- 
terly unscrupulous as the great Ger- 
man dye syndicate was before the 
war, when its supremacy was un- 
contested * * * it now will at- 
tack all competitors with reckless 
disregard of business decency.” 

Adoption of the policy of American 
valuation—basing the duties on the 
value of commodities in American 
rather than foreign matters—was 
deemed vital, the report said, in or- 
der to eliminate “the long-estabhlish- 
ed practice of fraudulent under-val- 
uation” and for the further reason 
that no other method of establish- 
ing a stable basis for duties was 
found. It was argued that regard- 
less of fluctuations in the foreign 
market values or in currency. the 
new policy would mean an equaliza- 
tion of assessment so that l im- 
ports would enter American mar- 
kets on even terms.

The report made no direct or gen- 
eral comparison of rates with the 
Payne-Aldrich bill, although in no- 
ting a few individual] items the new 
duties were said to be lower. 

There was no reference to the 
eleventh-hour action of the commit- 
tee in placing a duty of 35 cents a 
barrel on crude petroleum and 25 
cents a barrel on fuel oil, although 
it is expected that a fight for re- 
moval of this duty will be made and 
the issue be put before the house 
for a straight vote.

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PISTOLS AND THE LAW. 
Speaking in behalf of an anti- 


pistol bill he has introduced in 


the senate, Senator Alvin G. Go- 
lucke, of the Nimeteenth district, 
said the other day that in his 


opmion— 


“Pistol ‘toting’ will never be re- 
stricted or broken up in Georgia so 
long as a man has a constitutional 
right to carry a pistol. Because of 
this provision in the constitution 
the legislature already has gone 
about as far as it can toward pass- 
ing restrictive provisions. The 
practice ig particularly bad in rural 
sections among colored men, nearly 
all of whom have or carry their 
‘38 or .44 left-hand wheelers.’” 

It may be that the legislature 
“has gone about as far as it can’ 
in enacting restrictive law; and 
that the enforcement authorities 
are at fault in not going as far 
as they can toward making it ef- 
fective. 

If that is so, no more law, but 
a great deal more enforcement is 
what Georgia needs to protect its 
citizens against the gruesome 
menace of the ever-ready hip- 
pocket pistol. 

The Golucke bill, however, is 
predicated upon the idea that 
more law would serve a good pur- 
pose—if adequately enforced, of 
course—and it would pave the 
way for it by changing paragraph 
22, Section 1, Article 1, of the 
state constitution so as to make it 
read— 

“The right of the people to keep 
and bear arms shall not be infring- 
ed, but the general assembly shall 
have power to prescribe the man- 
ner in which arms may be borne, 
and shall have the power to pre- 
scribe that side arms such ag pis- 
tols and the like shall be borne 
only by persons in the military 
service when in actua] gervice, and 
arresting officers when on duty.” 

This bill ought to be enacted, then 
made effective by ratification at 
the ballot box; because the legis- 
lature should have th: widest pos- 
sible latitude for law enactment 
on this vitally important subject. 

Lack. either of adequate law or 
of adequate law enforcement, per- 
haps of both, undoubtedly costs 
this state scores of lives each 
year and the people hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in taxes to 
arrest and prosecute homicidal of:- 
fenders, and to maintain jails and 
prisons in which to confine them 
—to say nothing of the economic 
and human loss entailed in con- 
nection with every murder that is 
committed. 

Senator Golucke is right in say- 
ing that the practice,of gun-bear- 
ing “is particularly bad in the ru- 
ral sections among colored men;” 
and it is also “particularly bad” 
in the urban districts of Georgia 
and among white as well as black 
men. 

He also places a correct ap- 
praisal upon the hfp-pocket pistol, 
which he says he looks upon “like 
I do a snake—something that lies 
hidden until it is ready to Inject 
the death potion into you!” 

It is an insufferable menace to 
society and should be eradicated. 

If the legislation contemplated 
by the Golucke bill will help to 
eradicate it, let us have it. 


LEARN TO SWIM. 

The Constitution yesterday 
morning carried reports of 18 
drownings of human beings on 
the Fourth of July, but presum- 
ably that represents only a frac- 
tion of the total number of such 
casualties for the day in the na- 
tion. 

These reports covered only | 
Georgia and neighboring southern 
towns, and a few of the major 
cities af the country in which the 
number of Fourth of July fatali- 
ties was sufficient to attract the 
attention of the Associated Press, 
the cases of drowning being listed 
with the violent deaths from other 
causes. 

Every day, especially during the 
summer season when surf, lake 
and the river “swimmin’ hole” are 
particularly alluring, this ghastly 
toll of human life goes on—each 
instance, with very few exceptions, 
being the exaction of the penalty 
the ‘Victim pays for not having 
learned to swim. 

Three-fourths of the earth’s sur- 
face is covered by water, and no 
man, woman or child knows at 
what moment an occasion may 
arise when ability to swim on the 
part of the individual may spell 
the difference between life and 
death. 

Each year hundreds of persons 
are rescued from perilous predica- 
ments in the water by others who 
can swim; while at the same time 
other hundreds drown in the sight 
of distressed on-lookers who can- 
not swim and are therefore un- 
able to render the necessary aid 
upon which the imperiled lives de- 
pend. 

It is not unreasonable to pre- 
dict that the day is coming when 
swimming will be included in the 
course of instruction prescribed 
by- our compulsory education laws, 
And the average span of human 
life undoubtedly would be matert- 
ally lengthened by such a statu- 


tory provision.

'MEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Within the Five Foot Barrage. 

One of the many old saying that 
are untrue and misleading is “What 
you don’t know will never hurt 
you.” For example, you may dis- 
cover on a country jaunt a wonder- 
ful fresh water spring or brook, 
and, finding the water as clear as 
crystal, cold and tasteless, drink 
freely, never suspecting that it is 
polluted with typhoid bacilli, which 
has drained into the spring or brook 
from a farmhouse, far back up the 
hill, where a case of typhoid fever 
occurred a few weeks ago and some 
of the body excretions were thrown 
on the ground far in the rear of the 
farm buildings. What you don't 
see, taste or know sometimes hurts 
@ lot, 

There are still a few poor souls who 
declare that there is nothing in this 
“germ theory.” .There are a few 
others, made a trifle more thought- 
ful by suspicions, who grant there 
may be germs, but insist that these 

ermS merely come to take up resi- 

ence in the body after some doc- 

tor has. decided that the disease is 
Such and such—the erms being 
rather squeamish and ‘ particular 
about visiting an- individual until 
the doctor specifies just what the 
disease is to be and hence which 
variety or species of germs shall 
be invited to the feast. 

Coryza, known to the vulgar as 
“cold” in the head, like all other 
respiratory infections, is spread 
chiefly as I have heretofore describ- 
ed, through spray or droplet infec- 
tion, the invisible droplets of mois- 
ture carrying to a distance of about 
four feet from the patient’s face 
when the patient is talking; up to 
ten feet if the patient sneezes or 
coughs without first covering nose 
and mouth properly. 

The doctor and nurse attending or 
caring for a child or adult with 
coryza or any other acute infection 
of the respiratory tract (such as 
diphtheria. pneumonia, influenza, 
measles, scarlet fever) are the only 
individuals who must enter the five- 
foot barrage, unless the illness hap- 
pens to be so mild that the patient 
is able to be up and about and is 
so selfish and disregardful of the 
rights and safety of others as to 
go to school or business or work 
and expose all who come near. 

For mother, nurse or doctor nec- 
esgarily entering the barrage, there 
are two fairly effective prophylactic 
measures which have been tested by 
the medical profession of late years. 


The first igs a screen or mask to 
cover nose and mouth (and the eyes 
should be covered by glasses). This 
mask is intended merely to catch 


and hold the invisible moisture 
droplets given off from the pa- 
tient’s nose and mouth. It should 
be made of ten layers of fine sur- 
reon’s gauze such as is used in 
making gauze bandages (not the 
cheaper coarse-meshed cheese 
cloths). It is held on by means of 
tapes tied over and under the ears 
behind the neck. 

The second precaution ig that of 
asepsis. Touch nothing in or On or 
near the bed without carefully 
washing your hands with soap and 
running water immediately after- 
ward and before touching anything 
else. This is an important trifle 
‘which many physicians do not un- 
derstand or practice, yet which 
snelis success in the nursing or care 
of patients with communicable dis- 
ease.

Governor’s Fiscal Message

In many respects the message of 
Governor Hardwick to the ussem- 
bly, read by the governor personal- 
ly yesterday, was forceful and wise, 
and will command the commenda- 
tion and the co-operation of every 
right thinking citizen of Georgia. 

In other and fewer respects it 
will be criticized; and in one or two 
instances, minor in their real sig- 
nificance to the fiscal status of the 
state, [ think jusfly so. 

The governor’s position with re- 
gard to holding the state’s dis- 
bursements within the income, come 
what may. is the soundest of prac- 
tical common sense, 

Georgia has been going, from 
year to year. deeper into a hole, 
and has been guilty of financial in- 
discretion that would be consider- 
ed little short of venal in an indi- 
vidual, Governor Dorsey called 
forceful attention to this in his last 
message to the legislature on June 
25th. 

Governor Hardwick goes 
into detail, and shows by figures 
that no member of the assembly 
can escape, that Georgia today is 
up against a financia] situation that 
demanded immediate and drastic at- 
tention; and that not only must 
the revenues be increased at once, 
but that under constitutional limi- 
tations, it will be impossible to suf- 
ficlently increase them to meet the 
expenditures, on a baw#is of the 
1919-20 appropriations unless fur- 
ther appropriations Are cut to the 
bone; and even appropriations al- 
ready made are cut where the same 
can be done without the commis- 
sion of a moral or legal wrong 
to any individual or interest. 

This is sound. It is unpleasant, 
but as a proposition of business no 
man can say it Is unwise. 

The suggestion that female citi- 
zens Pay a poll tax the same as 
male citizens igs sound, and no wom- 
an who desires to exercise the right 
of franchise can object. 

* we * * 

The suggestion for a general levy 
of one cent a gallon on gasoline 
sales, which must be paid by the 
ccnsumer, will be extremely unpop- 
ular. That it is considered a né- 
cessity by the governor there is no 
mistake, That the suggestion is 
O1l.:y the outcome of a fiscal condi- 
tion that demands a remedy, even 
if a bitter one, there ig no mis- 
take. 

But taxation is always unpopu- 
lar, aad this will be particularly so 
because it imposes an additional 
burden upon practically all the 
farmers at a time when they are 
sorely depressed. 

There is scarcely a farm home in 
Georgia where there are not one 
or two or more gasoline motors in 
service, They have become a farm 
necessity. They are used in vari- 
ous ways for the conservation of 
man power, cutting silos, sawing 
wood, pumping water, lighting, and 
SO on and so on, By the same 
token, there are more automobiles, 
tractors and trucks, combined, on 
the farms and in the smaller places 
where thousands of town and vil- 
lage people have Outlying farms, 
than there are automobiles in cities 
owned by those who are not inter- 
ested in farms. 

The consumption of gasoline is 
greater, on a basis of the actual 
number of motor vehicles in serv- 
ice, in the rural than in the urban 
sections, for the reason that the 
distances are greater and the farm- 
er by necessity must use his car 
or truck for the marketing of his 
products, and for the hauling of 
hig supplies from his trading center. 
Good roads have made this possible. 
And in this day of exeessive freight 
rates over the rails, if it were not 
possible then the average farmer 
would be in a far worse condition 
than he is in today, if such a 
thing is thinkable. 

The automobile, including the mo- 
tor transport, nas done more for 
rural development coupled with the 
education of rural children, and the 
contentment and happiness of rural 
citizens, than any other agency 
known to our civilization; and the 
f.:m tractor, and other omproved 
motor-driven farm machines, have 
done more toward commercializing 
the farm, and aking of it an invit- 
in~ business instead of an inherited 
slavery, than full years of “demon- 
strations.” and tons of farm bulle- 


tins. 


It is unfortunate that some other 
means could not be suggested with- 
out penalizing, by additional tax 
burdens, that class of our citizenry 
that is suffering most; and with- 
out penalizing those forward move- 


| 


more 


ments in our civilization that are 
tending te make farm life worth 
while, 

The governor no doubt weighed 
all of these matters, and made his 
recommendation in the absence to 
his mind of another and better 
Plan, 

That the ad valorem tax system 
in Georgia has fallen down there Is 
no mistake. The governor's state- 
ments regarding it are in keeping 
with the budget plan of a former ad- 
ministration, and the work of the 
special tax commission. Whether 
or not, by constitutional amendment, 
the levy of a tax on land by the 
state should be discontinued, and 
@ graduated income tax sibstituted 
therefor, will create considerable 
discussion. 

Certainly something should be 
done along this line. 

The present system is archaic, and, 
in its operations, unfair to the 
state and to the conscientious tax- 
payer. 

A revision of the ad valorem tax, 
under an entirely new system, with 
a reduced millage, and also an equit- 
able 
only those whose incomes are suf- 
ficiently large to pay it without it 
being in the slightest burdensome, 
might be a good plan. 

Inferentially speaking, Georgia 
Ought to have a constitutional con- 
vention, and correlatively bring both 
hér constitution and her tax system, 
provided thereunder, up to date and 
in keeping with the new times and 
the new conditions. 

2 * . 

Governor Hardwick's recommen- 
dations of the Australian ballot sys- 
tem, and a strengthening of the elec- 
tion laws as regarding rigidity of 
registration, as required by the con- 
stitution and statutes, are good. The 
legislature should by all means act 
upon them. 

His flat-footed recommendation for 
the abolition of the department of 
arnchivés, singling this out, contrary 
to his previously spoken word that 
he would make no recommendation 
for the abolition of any specific de- 
partment of the government, Is rath- 
er difficult to understand. 

Governor Hardwick, when United 
States senator in 1916, urged the eg- 
tablishment of this department and 
to that extent was instrumental in 
the enactment of the law. Its an- 
nual cost to the state is $7,200 only, 
and its work is in preserving and 
treasuring the very soul of Georgia; 
rich in its value to this generation, 
and richer to posterity. 

Nearly every state in the union 
has a department of archives, and to 
abolish it, when the money involved 
is such a small consideration, would 
not only be a false economy but a 
step backward. 

If the work is taken over by the 
state librarian it would require ad- 
ditional help, so that the expense 
to the state would be infilnitesimaily 
less. And the work of this depart- 
ment is far more than physical labor, 
and the mere cataloguing of relics. 
It is history making—history that 
will be to our children’s children 
more treasured than gold.

The recommendation that the at- 
torney to the highway department 
be abolished is not a wise One. 
Where the state acts as trustee for 
the various counties, and has to deal 
with the question of rights of way, 
contracts, meeting the federal re- 
quirements for aid, and a thousand 
and one such demands of a legal na- 
ture that only one who studies high- 
way matters from tne legal view- 
point can solve, settle or initiate, 
it would be false economy to make 
this a secondary consideration of the 
attorney-general’s office. 

If the state should lose the federal 
aid on one project, or the county 
aid on one, or be sued, or anything 
of the kind by the lack of legal ad- 
vice, understandingly rendered, it 
would find out that saving a five or 
six thousand dollars a year and los- 
ing fifty, would be getting out of 
the well by way of China, Millions 
of dollars annually are involved in 
the state’s highway program, and 
the whole matter is too Important 
to take any legal chances. 

i * * 

On the whole the governor’s mes- 
sage is sound, constructive, business- 
like, and commendable. It deals 
with a situation, principally, that 
is distressing, and it deals with it 
vigorously and fairly. The legis- 
lators ought to study the document 
and be governed by the facts and fig- 
ures that are unmistakable, and be 
governed by the governor's pointed 
and common-sense conclusions.

In discussing clemency * cases 
Wednesday Governor Hardwick de- 
clared that he will follow the rec- 
ommendations of the prigaon com- 
mission in handling clemency cases 
to as great extent as he can. The 
governor said after the commission 
has reached a decision in the case 
the burden of proof would be on 
the persons seeking clemency to 
ehow that the commission had been 
in error.

Governor Thomas W, Hardwick, 
intensely interested in the serious 
conditions surrounding his office, 
may have never read this morsel 
of news given below. But if he 
has, he'll agree with the Savannah 
Morning News, when it says that 
“fame a avery strange thing.” 

The Cleveland News, being satis- 
fied with conditions in Ohio, recent- 
ly waxed eloquently and Ibelously 
on the sad state of affairs in Geor- 
gia. Being so well-informed, on 
the situation here, the writer based 
his editorial on the idea that Mr. 
Hardwick has been governor of 
Georgia since 1917. 

Here’s the first paragraph: 

“Being a Georgian of the Geor- 
gians, Hon. Thomas William Hard- 
wick speaks with authority, and 
without adverse prejudice when he 
speaks for Georgia. He went to 
school and college in Georgia. He 
married a Georgia girl, practice€ 
at the Georgia bar, sat in the Geor- 
gia legisiature and represented 
a Georgia district in several con- 
gresses. A few years ago, he was 
a United States senator from Geor- 
gia. For four years he has been 
governor of Georgia. Starting a 
third term in that capacity the other 
day, he discussed Georgia questions 
in a message to the legislature.”

A bill to create a board of harbor, 
port and terminal commissioners 
for the state, which is considered a 
“stepping stone” toward the devel- 
opment of a principal port in Geor- 
gia, was introduced in the house of 
representatives Wednesday by C. H. 
Kittrell of Laurens, 

The measure provides that the 
board shall consist of the governor, 
commissioner of agriculture, secre- 
tary of state, and three other niem- 
hers appointed by the chief execu- 
tive, and that an appropriation of 
$5,000 be made to finance its opera- 
tions. , 

This board would have 4 its pur- 
pose and authority the making of 
drawings, surveys, maps and inves- 
tigations of all ports and terminal] 
facilities in Georgia, also ascertain- 
ing the immediate and prospective 
tonnage of each and the character 
of shipments moving by way of 
such port and terminal facilities. 

In addition to these duties, the 
board would be charged wth mak- 
ing a survey of the warehousing 
and storage facilities and market- 
ing advantages. This report would 
be made to the next general assem- 
bly in connection with a measure 
designed to develop the port best 
located and equipped to become one 
of the largest outlets of commerce 
in the south. 


COUNTY AGCEPTS 
FINLEY ROAD BID 


Completion of a contract entered 
into by the county commission sev- 
eral months ago with the Sam Fin- 
ley company tor the resurfacing of 
several roads, covering a total of 
fourteen miles, and awarding a con- 
tract for 12,500 additional barrels cf 
cement to Thornton & Cromer, Inc., 
featured the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Fulton county board Wed- 
nesday afternoon, 

At the game t!Ime Paul Ether- 
idge, chairman of the finance vom- 
mittee, was empowered to borrow 
$126,000 to run the county until tax 
money begins to come in, while the 
board refused to take any action on 
petitions from charitable and patri- 
Otic organizations asking for donua- 
tions On account of the state of the 
county treasury. It was pointed out 
that the commission has to borrow 
money every summer to opcrate 
until after taxes are paid and that 
this year the county has started to 
borrow one month later than was 
the case last year. 

In adopting a letter addressed by 
the Finley company to the commis- 
sion, in which the concern offers to 
complete its work of resurfacing on 
Powers’ Ferry road from the inter- 
section of the Mt. Perrian road to 
the Roswell road; the Roswell road 
from Powers’ Ferry road to Buck- 
head; the McDonough road from the 
Jonesboro road to the county line; 
Lake avenue and Irwin street from 
North Boulevard to Elizabeth street, 
and completion of Marietta road 
from railway bridge to Inman yards; 
the commissioners stated that they 
were merely consummating a con- 
tract that had been extenaed to the 
county from last year and had been 
accepted May 5 of this year. 

Turner Fights Adoption. 

Commissioner Charles G. Turner 
fought the adoption of the letter, 
stating that the county did not have 
a contract with Finley and that the 
work should not be awarded to this 
concern when another construction 
concern—the McDougald company— 
had submitted a bid that was 10 1-2 
cents under the price made by the 
Finley company. Commissioner Tur- 
ner was the only commissioner vot- 
ing against the adoption of this let- 


er.

Wood, clerk, read a letter from Fin- 
ley stating that he was ready to 
carry out his part of the contract to 
resurface these roads when the 
county finished it» part of the pav- 
ing, and a second letter, from the 
McDougald company, stating that 
Finley company had not completed 
the work in the ven length of 
time and that the McDougald com- 
pany would be mae to consider the

alties and punishments for failure 
or refusal to observe any order, 
rule or regulation of said councils 
or said boards; to make the find- 
ings of such councils or boards 
prima facie correct in all courts; to 
repeal conflicting laws and _é “for 
other purposes.”

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: will show a deficit of approximate- 
iy $3,547,481.388 this fall, while ad 
valorem property tax returns this 


year will fall $200,000,000 below 
1920 values, leaving the adminis- 
tration in a serious condition. 

As predicted in an exclueive story 
in last Sunday’s Constitution, the 
chief executive recommended the 
adoption of a graduated income tax- 
ation system in lieu of the present 
equalization basis of operation as 
the’ best method of placing the state 
in excellent financial condition. 

This system, he declared, cannot 
be put into effect, however, until 
1924, if the constitutional amend- 
ments should be ratified by the peo- 
Ple at the next general election, so 
‘as means of providing immediate re- 
lief, he proposed levying a tax on 
receipts of bottlers and manufac- 
turers of soft drinks and creation 
of a license or business tax on gae- 
oline. 

Retrenchment Features. 


In addition to these suggestions, 
he also advanced the following re- 


trenchment features: 

Reduction of all unexpended ap- 
Ppropriations for 1921—25 per cent 
if necessary. Imposition of a poll 
tax on female voters; investigation 
of all special tax laws with a view 
i increasing revenues where pos- 
Sible; adoption of the McLendon 
Western and Atlantic funding plan; 
creation of a board of regente to 
Supervise the state’s educational in- 
Stitutions, and a ‘single board for 
all humanitarian branches. 

Abolition of the department of 
archives, transferring the work to 
the state librarian; investigation of 
the board of public welfare to de- 
termine whether it should be con- 
tinued; complete investigation of 
Mhe highway department in order 
to find where economy may be 
practiced without destroying its ef- 
ficiency; consideration of the ques- 
tion of whether the highway attor- 
ney’s duties may not be transferred 
to the attorney-general: investiga- 
tion of all departments;. enactment 
of the Australian ballot system. 

Hardwick’s Messazce. 

Declaring that Georgia’s finances 
are at present in grave condition 
but that basically they are sound 


to tne core, Governor Hardwick 
opened his address with a state- 
ment Of the state's financial affairs 
for the years 1320 and 1921, show- 
ing that the deficit for 1920 was 
$1,365,438.83 not including unpaid 
1920 taxes. The total deficit for 
1920 and 1921, he declared, will 
be $3,547,421.38. 

“I suggest for your consideration,’’ he 
added, ‘‘three things that can be done. 
First, cut the appropriations for 1920, and 
cut them to the bone. Cut every one of 
them that can be cut without absolutely 
destroying the efficiency of the service to 
which it was appropriated,( and do so with- 
out favoritism horizontally and along the 
line. We cannot, of course, cut 1921 ap- 
propriations wherever the same have al- 
ready been paid. We cannot of course, cut 
1921 appropriations where the rights of 
third persons have intervened or where 
sound principles of morality prevent. But 
every unexpended batence of appropriations 
for 1921 should be @Mrefully and accurate- 
ly examined into, and where it is possible 
to gave a single cent, it must be saved. 
If it is necessary to cut them all twenty 
per cent, that must be done. If it is neces- 
sary to cut them twenty-five per cent, 
they should be cut twenty-five per cent, 
so that in the end we shall not have upon 
our statutes appropriations authorized by 
law for which the treasury cannot provide 
and which it cannot pay.’’ 


Outlines Views. 


Continuing, the governor exprese- 
ed his devotion to schools and con- 
federate veterans, and reiterated his 
policy of opposing even the small- 
est Of appropriations for them un- 
less the actual cash is available 
in the estate treasury. 

‘In my opinion,’’ he said, “certain spe- 
cial taxes can be levied at once and the 
law so framed as to provide for their im- 
mediate collection and for the early relief 
of the treasury. In making this suggestion, 
I am not unmindful of the fact that the 
business of the state, in almost every line, 
is carrying as heavy a load as it can bear, 
and it is not my purpose to insist upon 
any additional tax being imposed at this 
juncture on any person, firm or corpora- 
tian except In a few instances that I be- 
lieve the tax can be levied and collected 
without serious injury to the business con- 
cerned, and without too great burden upon 
the consumer on whoin in most cases the 
tax will ultimately fall. I suggest for 
your consideration the imposition of a 
license or business tax upon all dealers in 
gasoline, whether wholesale or retail, ex- 
cept those dealers importing and selling 
gasoline in the original packages in which 
it is imported into this state. I am of 
the opinion that a law so framed will mect 
every test In the courts; that it does not 
constitnte a violation of the commerce 
clause of the federal constitution; that the 
tax to be imposed can be measured by the 
quantity of gasoline sold, and if a tax 
even as low as one cent a gallon were 
imposed, it would raise in round figures 
$800,000.00. Such a tax will, of course, 
ultimately fall on the consumer, but I do 
not know of any class of citizens who can 
better contribute to the resene of the state 
than those who consume gasoline. The fact 
that. there has been several sharp reduc- 
tions tn the price of gasoline recently will 
render the burden that much easier to be 
carried. 

“I commend this proposition to your 
serious and thoughtful consideration, with 
some hesitancy, because I know how un- 
popular any proposal for a new tax is in 
stringent times like these. * Neverthelets, I 
urge it because I beHeve the fiscal cond- 
tion of the state requires its. careful con- 
sideration, and I believe it is one of the 
least burdensomeg taxes that can be sug- 
gested and that it is absolutely required 
to meet the necessities of the treasury. 

Poll Tax For Women, 

“I unhesitatingly urge the imposition 
of a poll tax to be im upon fe- 
male citizens on exactly the same terms 
it is now levied on male citizens, Since 
women are now given by the organic law 
of the republic the right to vote, and are 
put on @ political equality with men, no 
good reason can urged against the 


imposition of this tax, and my informa- 
tion and opinion {s that a majority of our 
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of ems 
application of suffrage to both races, 
in- this state. e raise at present $298,522 
from the poll tax on men, and fit is un- 
reasonable to assume that substantially an 
equal amount could be raised from such 
a taw on women. 

*In 1908, the legislature levied a tax 
on all persons an@«companies carrying on 
in this state the business of manufacturing 
or selling by wholesale or distributing from’ 
any depot, car, warehouse or agency any 
carbonated waters, or syrups or other ar- 
ticle to be used in carbonated waters, or 
intended to be mixed with or blended with 
carbonated waters, or to be sold as soft 
drinks, dn occupation tax for the _privi- 
lege of carrying on said business, at the 
end of each quarter, an amount equal to 
one-fourth of one percent on the gross 
receipts from said business in this state 
for said quarter. This tax was re-enacted 
in the tax act of 1918. As worded, it 
has produced a negligible amount of reve- 
nue for this state, about $3,000 per an- 
num. 

‘= recommend careful consideration of 
the question involved in this matter, with 
a view to increasing the rate of taxation 
and with a view to requiring a tax to be 
levied on all the receipts of these per- 
sons or companies, whether such receipts 
arise from the sale of goods within this 
state, provided only, of course, the busi- 
ness of manufacturing is conducted within 
this state. It seems to me that the man- 
ufacturers of soft drinks could well afford 
to pay a much larger occupotion tax to 
the state in this emergency, and I earnesily 
recommend to the legislature the considera- 
tion of this question with a view to od- 
taining a substantial revenue from this 
source. 

‘“T also direct your attention to the 25th | 
section of the general tax act of 198, im- 
posing a very small occupation tax upon 
each person, firm or corporation operating 
a bottling plant for the bottling of soft 
drinks. These interests are taxed very 
heavily by federal authority, tmt if, as 
seems probable, that tax is taken off or 
materially reduced by the congress during 
its present session, then they can easily 
stand a substantial state tax (and one 
that will produce considerable revenue). 
I commend this subject to your careful 
consideration.’’ . 

Borrowing Power Exhausted. 

The inevitable condition which 
now confronts the state was oul- 
lined as follows by Mr. Hardwick: 

“First: The state, insofar as its power 
is exercised by its governor and its legis- 
dature umder the oonstitution, has ex- 
hausted its power to borrow money. 

“Second: the constitutional limitation of 
five mills in tax rate renders it impossible, 
aside from other considerations, to obtain 
any additional revenue by any increase in 
the advalorem tax on property. Hedged in 
in both directions, the state may find it is 
compelled to turn its income, fixed and 
certain, other than that derived from tax- 
ation, namely, the rental of the Western 
& Atlantic railway. From this source the 
state receives $540,000 pet annum, This 
income is in no way controlled as to its 
use by the constitution. For mamy years, 
one-half of the rental of the road has been 
applied to the support of the public school 
system of the state. The present neces- 
sity restinfg apon the state is mainly to 
take care of its educational interests as 
represented in its public schools. This in- 
come being at the free disposal of the leg- 
islature, untrammeled by any constitutional 
limitation, the legislature could, as could 
any other property owner, convert that rent 
into immediate revenue, by practically sell- 
ing its rent notes. If, as I haye said, reve- 
nue cannot be obtai- Jerwise and ex- 
penses cannot be rec 60 that the two 
will meet, them it wvould seem to be in- 
evitable that to supply its present and ur- 
gent needs, the state would be compelled to 
discount this rent for such length of time 
as may be necessary to meet the present 
crisis. 


‘This suggestion has been made with 


reat force’ and clearness by our present 
serebiry of state, Hon. S. G. McLendon, 
and I invite your careful attention to the 
consideration of the proposal outlined by 
him as a possible plan of raising at least in 
part the revenue that is needed to enable 
us to wipe out the deficit and strike a bal- 
ance. Of course, it is with extreme re- 
luctance that I am forced to consider and 
present to you this alternative, but the 
situation is desperate and no possible reme- 
dy oucht to be neglected in your considera- 
tion of the subject. I have reason to be- 
lieve that if it be within your power, 
under the constitution, to authorize the use 
of the rentals that the proposition can be 
easily financed and that the discount of 
these rentals for a reasonable time would 
not constitute a debt against the state, 
within the meaning of our consitution, 
which is probably the sole constitutional 
question at issue, and my own opinion is 
that such use of the rentals does not con- 
stitute the creation of a debt, within the 
meaning of the constitution.’’ 

Abolition of Boards. 


With reference to the abolition 
and consolidation of boards, Gov- 
ernor Hardwick had the following 
to say. P 
“Y am of the opinion that a board of | 
regents for the entire educational system 
of our state might well be provided to take 
the place of the present state board of 
education, and of all the boards of trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia, and of 
all its branches, and of every other insti- 
tution of learning supported by the state. 
In my judgment, economy in the admin- 
istration of the affairs of these institutions, 
economy in the purchase of supplies needed 
by them, and a systematic correllation of 
of the work of each one of them with the 
other, would be obtained by the adoption 
of such a plan, and as a result we would 
have a systematized, coherent and compre- 
hensive educational system, beginning with 
the common schools and ending with the 
university, and our various normal and 
hnical schools. 
oe like manner, I suggest for your 
cohsideration the feasibility and desirabil- 
ity of creating a single board of control, 
in lieu of the many different and separate 
ones that we now maintain, to manage the 
affairs of the Georgia state sanitarium, the 
Georgia academy for the blind, the Geor- 
gia school for the deaf, the various boys 
and girls industrial and reformatory schools; 
in short, of all the humanitarian and chari- 
table institutions now supported by the 
state. The proposition {is similar iIn_prin- 
ciple and in application to the one I have 
just recommended for our educational in- 
stitutions. The advantages to be derived 
from it are practically the same and hence 
I need not repeat or recount them. I 
merely suggest again, that a great number 
of unnecessary officials oan thus be dis- 
nsed with, a great deal of unnecessary 
expense can thns be avoided. A common 
purchasing agency cat doubtless effect real 
economies in supplying the needs of all of 
these institutions and a comprehensive and 
cohesive system of administering the chari- 
ties of this state can thus be set up. 
Archives Department, 

“Y unhesitatingly recommend the abol- 
ishment of the department of archives of 
the state, established under authority of 
of the act approved August 20, 1918. I rec- 
ommend that the records and papers of 
this office be transferred to the custody 
of the state librarian and that upon the 
state librarian shall devolve the perform- 
ance of all duties hitherto imposed by 
law upon the department of archives of 
the state. In my opinion, this office is 
an absolute sinecure. Its duties can be 
easily performed by the state librarian. The 
annual cost of $7,200 involved in its main- 
tenance can be saved to the state. 

“YT recommend careful investigation !nto 
the public welfare board and the careful 
consideration of whether or not its con- 
tinuation is necessary and can be afforded 
by the state. In my opinion, Its functions 
ean be performed bv the general board 
for the control of the state’s charitable 
and humanitarian institutions, the creation 
of which I have already recommended.’’ 

“IT recommend a careful examination into 
the overhead and engineering expenses of 
the highway department of Georgia,’’ the 
governor added. ‘“‘The expenses for that 
department have grown so large that they 
are almost if not quite equal to the, cost 
of the entire civil establishment of the 
state, outside of the highway department, 
I recommend that the general assembly, 
through its proper committees, make full, 
exhaustive and careful inspection of the 
records and accounts of the hichway com- 
mission, with a special view to effect what- 
ever economies may be made in that de- 
partment withont impairment of efficiency”’ 

Highway Attorney. 

‘YT especially recommend to the general 
assembly the consideration of the question 
aa to whether or not there is any real 
necessity for an attorney for the hichway 
eommission, or whether the duties performed 
by that official cannot be will attended to 
by the attorney-general of the state, and 
thus save the salary and expenses of the 
legal department of the highway com- 
mission. 

“I recommend and urge a carefnl and 
thorough examination into the affairs and 
operations, the expense account and reports 
of every department of our state govern- 
ment, of every board, bureau and com- 
mission that exists by virtue of state law 
or state authority: with a view to deter- 
mining first, whether such agepcy of the 
government performs any essential function 
for the state or not. If not, it onght to 
be abolished and the expense of its matn- 
tenance avoided; second, evenif such agency 
of the government performs a useful, neces- 
sary function ef the government of this 
state, then its operation oncht to be ex- 
amined into with a view to determining what 
reductions can be made in so critical a 
time as this in the expense of such de- 
partment or commission and what econo- 
mies can be ‘ffected in the administration 
of its affairs.”’ 

«Launching an attack upon the 
present system of ad valorem taxa, 
tion, which he declared to be an- 
tequated, the governor outlined his 
ideas upon the matter as follows: 

‘I unhesitatingly prppose that the state 
shal abandon the fleld of property taxation, 
on the ad valorem basis, leaving that field 
in the undisturbed possession of the conn- 
ties and cities, subject to such limitations 
as may be by law upon these sub- 
divisions 
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that the proposal cannot be 
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constitution of the state and 
that the proposition to do so cannot be sub- 
mitted to them prior to the general elec- 
tion of 1922. Consequently, the legislature 
could not put the new system into opera- 
tion, in aft probability, before the calen- 
dar year of 1924. By that time, even the 
pessimist may reasonably expect a return 
to normal conditions. If the people should 
authorize such a change in our taxing sys- 
tem, then the tax machinery of the federal 
government could be largely utilized, if 
not entirely atilized, for state a ag 
Thus we would effect a saving of both the 
expense involved in the creation of an 
extensive and expensive tax machinery of 
our own and would avoid the necessity 
for burdening the taxpayer with a double 
set of returns, one to the federal and an- 
other to the state government. 

Income Taxation. j 

“For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, 
the federal government collected from Geor- 
gia, in income tax. $25,062,149.50. For the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, $33,731,- 
768.04. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921, ,000,000. This average for these 
three years is slightly in excess of $30,000,- 
000 per annum, and when it is recalled 
that the greatest amount of revenue that 
ye can hope to obtain for the present year 
from all ad valorem taxes including prop- 
erty on the digest and public utility cor- 
poration taxes, will be only slightly in ex- 
cess of $5,000,000, it is perfectly apparent 
that a very reasonable percentage of the 
tax now collected by the federal govern- 
ment in Georgia would+ produce revenus 
equal to the amount produced by our pres- 
ent system, and with a slight increase of 
that percentage, we will be enabled to 
raise sufficient revenne to supply all the 
necessities of the state. 

“Under such a system we could give ade- 
quate support to our common schools, we 
could continue with even greater success our 
present splendidly successful compete? to 
eradicate illiteracy from Georgia. e conid 
give to our Confederate pensioners, to our 
creat institutions of learning, to our great 
humanitarian and charitable institutions, 
and to every branch or department of the 
state service that adequate and just sup- 
port to which they are entitled, after the 
principles of real ecenomy and scrtfpulous 
honesty are applied to their operation. 

‘‘Let me say in this connection that, In 
my opinion, not only has our present sys- 
tem of taxation broken down, but also our 
present system of state and local tax as- 
ment, or tax equilization, as you may pre- 
fer to call it. The task ef equalizing, both 
as to individuals and counties has proven 
practically impossible and the system has 
become, I believe, wholly unacceptable to 
our people. In making this statement I do 
not intend any reflection upon any person 
or official connected with the system. I 
do not think the fault has been personal, 
but inherent in the system itself. We will, 
of course, eventually discard the system 
if the proposition I make is finally adopted, 
vet I wonld suggest to you the utter 
impossibility, if you have any regard for 
the state’s financial condition, of doing 
so until you have provided an efficient sub- 
atitute to take its place; otherwise the 
treasury cannot even attempt to meet the 
obligaions of the state. Pending the con- 
sideration of the proposal I have made 
you change tax systems, I would =  stg- 
rest that you make every effort possible 
to so amend and Improve our present tax 
equalization system as will correct its 
injustices and improve its operation, as 
much as possible.’’ 

“We cannot afford to throw ‘away our 
present tax machine [n the critical con- 
dition of our finances until we can pro- 
vide a reasonable and efficient substitute 
therefor,’’ the governor declared. ‘‘We will 
make such provision when we adopt the 
change in our tax system that I am sue- 
gesting to you today, if the same should 
meet with your approval and be approved 
by the people of Georgia. In making the 
change I have suggested, we will secure 
many advantages. Let me enumerate some 
of them here, 

“First, we will be able to do away with 
our présent assessment system. 

‘Second, we will be able to collect our 
revenues quarterly and we can pay as we 
go and meet our appropriations as they 
come due, 

‘Third, we will put upon the intangible 
and invisible property of this state that fair 
and just proportion of the burdens of gov- 
ernment which it ought to bear and which 
it now almost totally escapes. Even under 
the pressure of state and local assess- 
ments our system has proven wholly inade- 
quate to bring to the digest any but a 
neglirible per cent of the intangible and 
invisible property, although not returned for 
practically all of the burdens of the gov- 
erninent., 

“Fourth, it wili distribute the burden 
more equally and more equitably and place 
it upon those ghoulders which are strongest 
and best able to bear it. The limit at 
which we should begin to tax incomes 
should be neither too high nor too low. 
It ought not to be too “high because if 
we tax only the rich and the well-to-do, 
it would have a tendency to make class 
hatred among our people, because those who 
do not. pay taxes might wish to burden 
the rich and well-to-do as heavily as pos- 
sible for the maintenance of a wasteful 
government, to the support of which the 


masses themselves do not contribute, and | 
in which they have no stake.’’

16, it seems proper to reply to the 
charges not in the sense of rebut- 
ting them, because their inherent 
absurdity and utter baseleseness in 
truth are evident to all unpreju- 
diced Americans, but as they may 
be made the subject of a few state- 
ments Of fact which will be of 
interest to American citizens, of all 
religious denominations, or of none, 
who are concerned in proper and 
lawful conduct of public or semi- 
public institutions of philanthropy 
Or correction. .The National Cath- 
olic Welfare council, wuich ie the 
hierarchy of the Catholic church in 
the United States organized for so- 
cial service work, therefore, takes 
cognizance of Senator Watson's in- 
famous statements solely for this 
reason. 

“The Right Rev. Benjamin J. Kei- 
ley, D. D., bishop of Savannah, has 
approved the action taken by the 
Catholic Laymen’s Aesobtiation of 
Georgia which met to consider the 
matter recently, and which decid- 
ed to send a marked copy of Sena- 
tor Watson’s paper to President 
Harding and the members of the 
United States senate and also to 
publish advertisements in the Geor- 
gia newspapers, and take other 
eteps, to call the attention of the 
authorities of the state of Georgia 
to the accusations made by Senator 
Watson that these authorities are 
permitting and conniving at in- 
fractions of the law by not taking 
legal measures against Bishop Keli- 
ley for the crimes alleged by Sena- 
tor Watson.”

REAPPORTIONMENT 


= Thootd BY SENATE 


After hearing Governor Thomas 
Hardwick deliver his opening 
message in person at a joint 
Session of the two branches of 
the legislature, the state senate held 
a Short: business session Wednesday. 
The most important accomplishment 
during this session was the passage 
of the Hollingsworth-Lankford re- 
apportionment bill, which carries 
out provisions of the reapportion- 
ment amendment to the state con- 
st-.ution ratified in the elections 
last fall. 

Under this bill, additional repre- 
sentatives are given to eight coun- 
ties, Two-.of these counties will 
hereafter have three votes in the 
legislature, these being Laurens 
Che alib if the bill becomes a 
law. oné-vote counties are giv- 
en an additional representative. 
The bill was passed by the senate 
after it had been amended at the 
request of Senator Jackson to pro- 
vide that the new members of the 
legislature will. not. receive per 
diem compensation except for the 
time they actually serve. The bill 
passed by a vote of 41 to 0. 

The senate was tendered an in- 
vitation to attend a barbecue at 
Marietta Thursday afternoon given 
bv the citizens of Cobb county, 
President Clay’s home county. On 
motion of Senator Nix. the invita- 
tion was accepted. Senator Nix 
made a short talk in which he urged 
all the senators to attend. The in- 
vitation also was extended to news- 
paper men and attaches of the sen- 
ate. The senators will leave the 
capitol at 3 o’clock Thursday in 
automobiles for Marietta. 

To Ask Reconsideration, 

Senator Wohlwender, of the twen- 
ty-fourth, served notice that he will 
ask for reconsideration of the adop- 
tion of a motion tabling the Mc- 
Michael house bill calling on the 
State highway department to sub- 
mit a detailed report of its expen- 
ditures to the legislature, He asx- 
ed that his motion for reconsidera- 
tion be made the first order of busi- 
ness at Thursday’s session. ; 

Senate bill No, 7, known as the 
“a,ustralian ballot bill, " was the 
first measure reported favorably 
to the senate by one of the negewly- 
organized committees.
